and to stay here until sena'ors are elected, 
if it takes until December 31 next. 

The :talwarts at their conference decided 
to secure an adjournment if possible. It 
Was announced that on aby concurrent 
resolution to adjourn which might 
be introduced hereafter, sufficiant 
votes. could be secured in the house 
fo piss it, and that in addition 


to the nine stalwarts and seven‘democrats 
in the senate, who have made the tie vote on 
all such resolutions introdusxsed heretofore. 
two others have beei induced to promise 
their assistance towaid passing any future 
resolution of that kiyd, by either openly 
voting for it or being absent when 
it shall be brought up. The 
Staiwarts, after their caucus, open. 
ly admitted that their prospects had 
materially brightened, ana boldly an 
nounced that they haa everything secured 
for an adjournment. Kx-Senators Conkling 
and Piatt were in attendance. The feature 
of the evening was a speech by Mr. Conk 
ling. He opposed any combination with 
he object of electing a stalwart coupled 
With a half breed senator. He said that 
auch a combipvation would be practically 
condoning the bribery fastened upon the 
half-breeds. Moreover, any such election 
must prove futile. Tue democratic 
‘inited States senate would never 
honor the credentia's of any 
republican whose skirts were besmirched 
With bribery, or whose title were clouded. 
i two républican senators were elected, 
they must be pure stalwarts, and men 
Whore characters were above suspicion. 
They must stay here uutil the bribery in 
‘ Vestigation was ciosed, If the half breeds 
still pressed the seiection of unfit candi- 
dates, and contioued iosta d without the 
pale of party organization, and it was im- 
possible to elect sialwart republicans, they 
should favor an adjournment, thus allow 
ing the rank aud file of the republican 
party in the state to pass on the point at 
issue. Failing in this, the stalwarcs ought 
to stand by their colors until the 3lst day 
of December, if necessary. 

Mr. Conkling was positive and emphatic 
in addressing bis supporters. He spoke 
overan hour. His speech was filied with 
historical precedents bearing upon the cour- 
tesy due senators in making ex: cutiye 
appointments. it included a history of the 
Simmons case in Boston. Mr Conkling’s 
Statement did not differ froin that already 
@iven by General Grant. lt was apparent 
that this speech was made fur the 
purpose of afl.c'ing the backs of the stal 
warts. Some of them had evinced a dispo- 
sition to urge the witudrawal of Conkling 
and Platt, aud the selection of Cornell and 
Crowley, or some ¢qually prominent stal- 
warts. 

‘The speech hada good effect, to all ap 
pearances. There are now no stragglers 
left in the stalwart column, From this 
timve forward itis expecied that they will 
anaintain a bo'd and determined front. 

‘The balf-vreeds deny that the stalwarts 
can possibly get more than fifteen votes in 
the senate for an adjournmeot, and claim 
that on that subject Astor, a Conkling man, 
will vote with the half-breeds, giving them 
seventeen vo'es, Without Astorthe iailf 
breeds admit they would be beaten o. the 
subject of adjournment, as then Hoskins 
would have the casting vote. and would 
vote with the stalwarts. Tle helf-vreecs 
also claim that any attempt on 
the part of the staiwarts to secure 
ub adjournment will not only be defeated, 
but will really secure the election of half 
breed senators. They argue that the dem 
ocrats are beginning two divide into Tilden 
and Kelly factions The Kelly mea are in 
favor of remaining at their posts and bal 
loting until senators are elected. 
den mén are in favor of adjournment, de 
siting, they say, to carry the question to 
the next legislature, and expecting to 
win a majority at the 
elections, through the fight the 
republican par'y The kelly men 
say the Tilden men are insincere and that 
their talk about gaining the fall e:ection is 
alleham to cover upa bargain made with 
the stalwaris to unite with them and secure 
an adjournment.

I had 
no authority from the president to offer 
the United States marshalship to Senator 
S:rahan. I acted in the matter simply at 
the request of Knox. I believe that Senator 
Strahan’s name would be confirmed if 
Knox recommended him, 

Question—The president asked who is 
Strahan when you mentioned his name? 

Yes, sir; he thought{ meant Hon John 
H. Starin. of New York. I had no further 
conversation with him. He said ‘‘good- 
bye’’ a moment later, cutting our conver- 
sation short, or I would have told him that 
strahan was state senator. 

Do ‘you remember saying anything to 
Senator Strahan about his name being pre- 
ferred to others for the office of marshal? 

Don't remember. Strahan said to me: 
‘In case I accept the nomination it will be 
expected of me to support some parties 
other than Conkling and Platt.’ lanswered 
“I presumeso’’ Idid not suppose when 
I met him at Union League club rooms that 
night that he was friendly to Conkling and 
Piatt.

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REVIVE AN OLD SENSATION. 


Morgar, the Supposed Victim of Masonic 
Vengeance, at Pembroke, New York, 
After the Lapse of 55 Years. 


New York, June 23,—A special from 
Batavia, New York, says: This town is 
filled with excitement over the discovery of 
what are belieyed to be the remains of 
William Morgan, the man who betrayed 
the secrets of the Freemasons fi/ty-five 
years ago, and was abducted and made 
away with. About eleven miles west of 
Batavia, in Genesee county, lies the town 
of Pembroke, and it 1s in this piace that 
the bones were found, Some men were 
engaged in the removal of a quantity 
of dirt for the purpose of opening 
up a stone quarry, when they came upon 
the remains of a human skeleton. The 
bones had been covered with thick layers 
of reck and dirt, and it was quite evident 
that the persons who had deposited the body 
in its resting place, intended it should be 
well concealed. A thorough search was 
begun. Carefully removing the bones from 
their position, the workmen gathered up 
the dirt in their hands and sifted it through 
their fingers, After some time their efforts 
were rewarded by the finding of a 
silver ring which was found to bear 
the monogram ow M.” The 
search was continued, and soon an object 
of much greater significance was d scovered., 
This was a small tin box re.emblinga 
tobacco-box of the olden tim¢s, which was 
$9 thoroughly eaten away by i's long burial 
that it dropped to pieces as it was raised. In 
this box was found a manuscript, the writ- 
ing of which was scarceiy legible, although 
some of the words could be read by the 
natural eye. The crumpled paper "was 
placed under a microscope. Under the 
glass the words “‘Masons,”’ ‘‘Liar,’’ ‘‘Prison,”’ 
“Kill,” and the full name, “Henry Brown, » 
were plainly visible. . At the time of Mor- 
gan’s disappearance Henry’ Brown was 
a lawyer in this town, and a 
prominent Mason. In 1829, three years 
after the tragedy, he published a book of 
two hundred and forty-four pages, entitled 
‘‘A Narrative of the Anti-Masonic Excite- 
ment in the western portion of the State of 
New York during the years 1826, 1827, and 
a part of 1829. By Henry Brown, Esq, 
counsellor at law.’’ This book was printed 
in Batavia, by Adams & McCleary, and a 
very few copies of it are now in existence. 
[n it Henry Brown gives a very correct ac 
count of the abduction of Morgan, and ad- 
mits that it was probably dope 
by Masons, who, in their zeal for 
their order, lacked discretion. He strives 
to show ‘that although Morgan was 


abducted there is no proof that he was mur- 
dered, and indulges in Jong argaments to 
show that the anti masonic excitement 
created by the Morgan tragedy was uncalled 
for and the work of political demagogues. 
If it shall now sappear that the body fourd 
ig accompanied by a threatening letter 
-igned by Brown, the inference will be ir- 
resistible that the remains are those of Wil- 
liam Morgan, andthat Henry Brown, the 
great defender of the Masons of Batavia, 
was one of the murderers. This discovery 
bids fair to explode all other theories re- 
garding the fate of Morzan. 


BRADY ‘DESIRES 


The Grand Jury to Take Him Up at 
Once. 

WASHINGTON, June 23.—There were interesting 
proceedings to-day in the criminal court of the 
district, growing out of the star route cases—Ex-~ 
Second Assisistant Postmaster-General Brady 
making, through his counsel, application to the 
grand jury to examine the subject with which his 
name is connected at once, 

Upon the opening of the court Colonel Totten, 
one of Brady’s counsel, arose and said that there 
were pressing matters of public concern which 
demanded the immediate attention of 


the grand jury. He then req ues ted 
the court, in view of the rumors 
given out in the pub ic press and otherwise, that 
his client, Bredy, and others, were soon to be 
brought before the grand jury on a criminal 
charge connected with alieged frauds in the 
postal service, and to immediately instruct the 
grand jury to take uotice of this public 
rumorand proceed to an investigation of these 
charges ainst his client. Distict Attorney 
Cookhill said that he had received a few miautes 
before a notice from the attorneys of General 
Brady, enclosing the following letter from that 
gentleman. ‘

A BRUTAL CRIME, 


4n Old Man’s Assault en a Littie Girl, 

LITTLE Rock, June 23.—A brutal crime occurred 
near Tuckerman, Ark., day before yesterday. 
Henry Purnell, a man sixty years old, raped the 
seven-year-old daughter of Maurice Crabb.

THE SUMMARY OF THE WEEK. 


The Volume of Businees Awuming Gigantic 
ee iable Proof That the 
mercial Movement is Larger 

Than Ever Before. 


New York, June 23.—From the Public: 
Once more current assertions are contra- 
dicted by facts. The record of business 
actually done affords no support whatever 
for the assertion that business is declining 
cr stagnant. On. the contrary, whoever re- 
ports truthfully is compelled to state that 
the volume cof business, both legitimate 
and speculative, whether measured i, 
quantities or value, was never as large be- 
fore as at this season. For a little time 
speculation in stocks has been duller than 
before, but exchanges at this city have 
been remarkably large. Outside of New 
York, theexchanges for the three weeks, 
ending June 18 are the largest on record for 
three consecutive weeks, and exceed hith- 
erto unexceeded returns for the three weeks 
of May by nearly $30,000,000. Last week’s 
exchanges at cities outside of New York 
amou ted to $214,933,328, which is larger 
by nearly $2,000,000 than the 
largest amount ever previously 
reported for the third week of any month, 
and closely approaches the largest ever 
known for thesecond week. The following 
shows the amount of exchanges for the 
week ending June 11 at San Francisco, and 
June 18 at other cities:

Some Startling Figures. 


The Sparta Ishmaelite prints some local | 


calculated to 
people, 


statistics which are well 
excite the alarm of prudent 
particularly when it is borne in mind 
that the figures given by our contempora- 
ry will approximately apply to every rail- 
road town and statieninthestate. Last 
week the editor of the Ishmaelite wrote 
to the railroad agents in Hancock county 
for a statement of the number of pounds 
of corn and bacon that had been received 
by them this year up to date. From two 
of the stations no reply was received, 
but three responded, and the figures 
given are of more than’ ordinary inter- 
e@BLS. 

At Mayfield, from the firstof January 
to the first ef June, 1881—five months— 
there had been received 59,735 puunds 
of western corn, and 120,110 pounds of 
western bacon. At Carr’s station, from 
January 1to June 18, 1881, there had 
been received 457,379 pounds of western 
corn, 63,187 pounds of western bacon, 
and 8,760 pounds of meal. At 
Sparta, from January 1 to June 
[5, there had been received 1,583,894 
pounds of western corn, 276,902 pounds 
of western bacon, and 124,431 pounds of 
western hay. 

These supplies, it is to be remembered, 
were received in Hancock county in less 
than five months. Commenting upon 
these figures, the Ishmaelite makes some 
interesting caiculations. Estimating that 
the two stations, from which there are 
no reports, have received 30,000 bushels 
of cern, the farmers of Hancock have 
thus far bought 80,000 bushels of corn, 
for which they will have to pay sixteen 
hundred bales of cotton. 

It is probable that seven hundred 
thousand pounds of bacon have been 
bought by the farmers of Hancock, but 
leaving out of view all estimates, and 
dealing only with the cold figures re- 
ceived from the three depots, the Ishrija- 
elite finds thatthe cotton crop of the 
county has already been drawn 
upon to pay for cora about fifty thousand 
dollars; to pay for bacon abou: forty-six 
‘thousand dollars; and to pay for hay 
twenty-four hundred dollars—making in 
round numbers the sum of ninety-eight 
thousand dollars for supples that could 
be easily raised by the farmers of Han- 
cock. The Ishmaelite regards these fig- 
ures as appalling. They are still more 
appalling when we reflect that Hancock 
is only one out of a hundred counties in 
Georgia in which this system of depend- 
ing upon the west for supplies is in vogue. 
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A Heorribie Outrage.
